YOU’RE PARENT, it’s 

your worst nightmare: finding 
out that your child being mo- 
lested your spouse. you 
seek divorce result, are 
already going through one 
when you make the discovery, 
you hope that family court will 
the right thing: grant you 
sole legal and physical custody 
your child. fact, you can’t 
even imagine that there could 
any other outcome the 
custody judgment. But for 
many parents nearly every 
instance, mothers just the 
opposite occurs: the alleged 
abusers don’t just get unsuper- 
vised visitation rights, they get 
full custody. 

How can this happen? 

Easy, say family-law attorneys, 
child-abuse advocates, and 
child-law specialists. Family 
courts aren’t equipped adjudi- 
cate criminal matters. They exist settle divorces, wills, 
adoptions, guardianships, and other matters related liti- 
gation between family members. 

Three recent studies that looked the outcomes cus- 
tody disputes involving child-abuse claims one study 
surveyed California courts, one surveyed Massachusetts 
courts, and third tracked 300 cases over 10-year period 
courts throughout the country all came the same 
conclusion: the nation’s 
family courts are failing 
protect children from abuse. 

“Family courts are not 
position litigate the 
complexities child sexual abuse,” explains Seth Gold- 
stein, Napa, California—based attorney who represents 
men and women custody disputes involving child-sex- 
abuse charges. Goldstein, who also founded the Child 
Abuse Forensic Institute, Napa, says that most family 
courts are “overburdened” with cases and don’t have time 
for the lengthy trials and investigations that child-abuse al- 
legations demand. “In many family courts,” says, “you 
often have only one sitting judge hear hundreds mat- 


ters that have with 
many, many things, the 
courts are compelled 
move things along quickly 
possible. The system 
just not conducive 
ing child abuse.” 

Colorado attorney Alan 
Rosenfeld, who specializes 
representing parents 
custody disputes involving 
child-abuse allegations and 
has counseled approximate- 
1000 mothers trying 
protect their children from 
abusive ex-husbands, 
blunt: “If ever sat down 
design the worst possible 
system that protects the 
smallest number chil- 
dren, would look lot like 
the family courts look 
today.” 

Nearly experts cus- 
tody litigation involving 
child-abuse claims were interviewed for this article. All 
had the same three complaints about family court re- 
gardless which state’s court system they were familiar 
with: 

Family courts not rely criminal investigators 
examine child-abuse claims. They rely family advo- 
cates called guardians litem (GALs), whose charge 
investigate allegations abuse, abandonment, and 
neglect and represent 
the best interests the 
children disputed 
custody cases. More 
often than not, they are 
licensed psychologists social workers. Sometimes, they 
are attorneys. They may highly trained their own 
areas expertise, but that doesn’t qualify them evalu- 
ate physical evidence abuse and interview victims 
and alleged abusers. Yet contested custody battles, they 
are frequently called upon just that. Their recom- 
mendations carry significant weight judicial decisions 
that set the course child’s life. 
Normal courtroom checks and balances don’t exist

President Bush’s economic plan: Leave millionaire behind. Plus, Felix Arroyo joins City Council. 


ass warfare, GOP-sty 


AST WEEK, when talking about his 

economic-stimulus plan, President 

George Bush said: understand the 
politics economic stimulus that some 
like turn this into class warfare. That’s not 
how think.” The “class warfare” phrase was 
repeated this weekend NBC’s Meet the 
Press Republican senator Don Nickles, 
who defended the plan: “Well, 
lot people want play class warfare.” 

But isn’t that what Bush and the Republi- 
cans are doing? Engaging class warfare, 
that is? 

The centerpiece Bush’s 
plan proposal that would 
away with taxes divi- 
dends. It’s gift for the 
wealthiest Americans 
those who derive income from 
stock dividends. Bush’s pro- 
posal passes, help 
middle- even upper-class 
Americans, who hold most 
their dividend-paying investments 
and pension plans. other words, 
their stocks are held retirement plans that 
don’t tax dividends begin with. 

Bush really wants allow “Americans 
keep more their money they can spend 
and save and invest,” claimed Tuesday 
during speech outlining his economic plan 
Chicago business leaders, why isn’t calling 
for temporary payroll-tax freeze even 
payroll-tax cut, the Democrats are? These 
taxes are deducted directly from our pay- 
checks; 1.45 percent our income goes to- 
ward Medicare and 6.2 percent goes toward 
Social Security. (Employers also have pay 
Social Security taxes; they match what 
pay.) Bush’s apparent lack interest cut- 
ting this tax related the fact that the Social 
Security tax applies only income ap- 
proximately $85,000? (All income, mean- 
while, subject the Medicare tax.)

And shows just how political- 
mistake, does not, any 
means, show that he’s actually 
concerned about the middle 
class or, more pointedly, the 
poor. These moves are peanuts 
compared what he’s offering those who 
have “more wealth and income than any aris- 
tocracy has ever had,” former labor secre- 
tary Robert Reich put column Tuesday 
for the Los Angeles Times. 

Democrats are often accused fomenting 
class warfare. But this instance, it’s the Re- 
publicans who are playing that game. Bush’s 
plan will not jump-start our recession-bound 
economy. will sink even further into 
deficit spending particularly pay for 
the Department Homeland Security and ex- 
pand the war terrorism Iraq, the Bush 
administration seems almost certain do. 

course, this isn’t the only way wage 
class warfare, GOP-style. Governor Mitt 
Romney engaging fairly odious version 
spars with the legislature over pay 
raises. nearly everyone knows, Romney 
and his lieutenant governor, Kerry Healey, 
recently announced that they will forgo their 
respective $135,000 and $120,000 salaries 
while office. The money saved will 
spent higher salaries for cabinet members. 
symbolic move devoid any meaning 
other than demonstrate that really helps 
have portfolio the high seven figures 
you want successful politician 
America today. 


Just take Romney’s recent dig state leg- 
islators. announced that our state repre- 
sentatives and senators should get 6.5 per- 
cent raise this year. That would come 
about $3258. (Under state constitutional 
change enacted 1998, legislative pay raises 
are determined the governor based 
changes statewide median household in- 
come. purely statistical calculation; the 
governor has discretion when making it.) 
Romney presented the figure and noted that 
legislators should think carefully about 
whether accept these difficult eco- 
nomic times. 

It’s not hard see what Romney’s doing. 
He’s trying bully state representatives and 
senators, who earn about $50,000, into leav- 
ing their raises the table. After all, would 
make for great sound bite. (The tactic has 
worked with the state senators, all 
whom announced that they will either decline 
the money donate charity. State 
representatives are expected decide what 
Wednesday, after the Phoenix goes 
to press.) 

But let’s keep something mind. It’s one 
thing for someone with wealth de- 
cide work for free. It’s quite another for 
someone Romney’s wealth try and brow- 
beat politicians into forgoing portion their 
pay. Although many state legislators have 
outside incomes from law, insurance, real-es- 
tate businesses, the bullying less imperious. 

This isn’t just class warfare. It’s unseemly. 
It’s deeply cynical. And it’s tacky.

Lamenting the death Record Hog 


The best record stores are kind of like living 
art installations, and Somerville’s Record Hog is 
one such place. Nestled on the ground level of a 
noble brownstone two blocks from Cambridge's 
Porter Square, the secondhand shop is a 
slapdash composition of scratched spines, 
handmade rock posters, and dusty curios 
(including the requisite Elvis bust). It’s the kind of 
place where Artie Shaw albums mingle with 


RECORD HOG dying breed. 


Throbbing Gristle’s Greatest Hits, where three 
fuzzy felines flail around the floor, and where the 
price stickers plunked on merchandise 
sometimes seem arbitrary. “There’re some 
inconsistencies here,” admits owner Ina Purins, a 
recycled-music veteran who says she’s worked 
at “every record store this side of the river” over 
the past 20 years. “It depends on my mood — 
some days I'm more ruthless than others. For 
example, somebody might wonder why John 
Denver's still $1.99 and, say, Aretha Franklin is a 
dollar.

Unfortunately, places like this are an 
endangered species, and the five-year-old 
Record Hog is one of the dying specimens. Due

Eight 
months ago, Hart also took his stock online, and 
already, Web purchases make up about one-third 
of Disc Diggers's total revenue. Without the 
Internet presence, he says, “I wouldn't be in 
business” 

As of last Sunday, Record Hog's final move 
date still wasn’t settled. “I've been putting it off 
and putting it off” Purins says. “But it'll definitely 
be before February first — | don’t want to pay 
another month's rent.”

CHANGING THE GUARD 
New sheriff town 


The new Suffolk County sheriff, Andrea Cabral, faces what many would consider 
unenviable task. Sworn little more than month ago, Cabral must bring order 
somewhat unwieldy 1100-person bureaucracy time statewide fiscal crisis, without 
the help powerful ally the office. The governor who appointed her 
sheriff, Jane Swift, gone, and Cabral has less than two years prepare for what likely 
competitive election November 2004. Welcome Boston politics. 

Cabral, veteran Ralph district attorney’s office, took over sheriff 
November after the resignation Richard Rouse, who had served since 1996. Rouse 
resigned after former attorney Donald Stern issued report criticizing his 
management the office, which runs Boston’s jails and correctional facilities. While 
something newcomer politics, Cabral, Cape Verdean and the first woman color 
run sheriff’s office Massachusetts, already fighting get her message out.

Cabral’s proposed program fill the gaps. “It would take where victims-services 
advocates the office leaves off,” she says. “It would notify [victims] about parole 
dates, hearing dates.” Such program would relief the “people [who] live 
anxiety awaiting the release certain inmates and alter their lives according who’s 
the street and who’s not.”

Unlike criminal and civil 
court, there are juries. And family courts 
not mandate legal representation. There- 
fore, the only litigants with attorneys are 
those who can afford them. this atmos- 
phere, judges have extraordinary powers and 
can work with near-complete impunity.

America’s ‘darkest’ secret 


T’S HARD say how many children are 

affected these cases. Massachusetts 
family courts mediated approximately 9450 
custody cases 2001; multiply that 
and you get extremely rough estimate 
how many such cases are heard nationwide 
every year 472,500. these, it’s impos- 
sible say how many involve charges 
child abuse. Massachusetts family courts, 
for instance, not keep statistics the 
types custody cases litigated. date, the 
most reliable and largest national study 
the incidence child sexual abuse con- 
tested custody cases occurred 1990, 
when the Association Family and Concili- 
ation Courts, Denver, surveyed 9000 cus- 
tody disputes family courts across the 
country. Fewer than two percent involved 
child-sex-abuse charges. 

The number small. But the implications 
for the children concerned are staggering. 
Take, for instance, Idelle 16-year- 
old daughter, who now living with her fa- 
ther, man twice found Los Angeles 
child-protection workers have sexually as- 
saulted her. 

“This one America’s darkest, most 
shameful secrets,” says Clarke, 54-year-old 
Southern California mother whose case has 
become something cause célébre among 
the burgeoning community women and 


advocates seeking reform the nation’s 
family courts. (See “Five Steps Toward Fam- 
ily-Court Reform, page 20.) After nine- 
year custody battle that began Los Ange- 
les County Family Courts 1993 and ended 
California Supreme Court last October, 
Clarke not only lost custody her daughter, 
but cannot have any contact with the girl. 

Family- 
court judges simply didn’t believe that the 
girl had been sexually assaulted Clarke’s 
ex-husband, Ovando Cowles, even though 
two separate, exhaustive sex-abuse investiga- 
tions child-protection workers found 
that she had been. Instead, judges main- 
tained that Clarke had brainwashed her 
daughter into making bogus charges 
about her father. now, even though her 
daughter lives just minutes away from 
Sierra Madre home, she been 
able see the girl the two years since the 
initial family-court judgment, which prohib- 
ited Clarke from going within 100 yards 
her daughter. “It’s punishment greater 
than those given serial rapists,” says 
Clarke, who now preparing file Janu- 
ary petition asking the United States 
Supreme Court hear her case. Meanwhile, 
Clarke’s daughter doesn’t just live with the 
man sexually abused her least 
two occasions. The teenager, who devel- 


1989 MASSACHUSETTS study 

commissioned by the state 
Supreme Judicial Court showed that 
mothers engaged in custody disputes 
with their ex-husbands or boyfriends 
can fall victim to gender bias. Family 
courts held mothers to higher stan- 
dards than fathers. Judges and other 
courtroom personnel, for example, 
scrutinized mothers’ habits, work 
schedules, and relationships, as if 
looking for any reason to prove them 
unfit. By contrast, fathers who simply 
sought custody were viewed as under- 
taking what the study termed “an ex- 
traordinary act of commitment” to his 
children. 

When it came to allegations of child 
abuse in custody battles — typically, 
allegations lodged by women against 
men — court Officials often presumed 
that the claims were false. The 1989 
study showed that a majority of Mass- 
achusetts family-court judges even 
agreed with the statement that moth- 
ers only charge child abuse “to gain a 
bargaining advantage in the divorce.” 
Judicial attitudes ranged from “skepti- 
cism” to “disdain.” And judges made 
what the study described as “inconsis- 
tent and ... questionable” rulings, 
such as granting alleged abusers un- 
supervised visits. 

Court officials today say that much 
has changed since the study was pub- 
lished 13 years ago. The Massachu- 
setts family court has almost com-

United for Justice, whose members include 
hundreds women states caught 
Kafkaesque nightmares the nation’s fami- 
courts. Says Clarke, “Women are being 
routinely punished and abused they bring 
child-sexual-abuse allegations the fam- 
ily courts.”

New sociologist Amy Neustein, 
along with two co-authors, writing cri- 
tique the family-court system for North- 
eastern University Press. 1988, she estab- 
lished the Help Regain the Children 
Legal Research Center, which tracks custody 
battles involving child-sexual-abuse claims. 
Over the past years, she has compiled 
database with nearly 1000 cases, and has 
identified frequent and disturbing pattern: 
“the penalization mothers for bringing 
these allegations the attention 
the first place.” 

1999 study judicial responses 
mothers’ child-abuse complaints, Neustein 
and colleague followed 300 cases through 
the family courts places across the country 
for 10-year period, from 1988 1998. 
Only percent the 300 cases resulted 
what Neustein termed positive outcome” 
meaning that the mother had won primary 
custody her children and the alleged abuser 


cases in the 14 family courts statewide. 
“The field of judges looks different,” says 
Sean Dunphy, chief justice of the Massa- 
chusetts family and probate courts. 
Today’s judges are more enlightened 
about domestic violence and child sexual 
abuse than judges were in 1989 because, 
he maintains, “they've been exposed to 
significant training.” Many family-court 
judges spent legal careers practicing 
domestic-relations and child-welfare law. 
And their knowledge of child abuse has 
grown and evolved, just as society's has. 

Since the troublesome SJC findings 
became public in 1989, judges say, the 
family-court administration has taken con- 
certed steps to improve judicial responses 
to these cases. Dunphy, for instance, 
helped to create a 59-page protocol to as- 
sist judges in addressing child sex-abuse 
charges in the mid 1980s, when he 
served as first justice of the Hampshire 
Probate and Family Court. As chief jus- 
tice, he has distributed these extensive 
guidelines to all his 49 colleagues on the 
family-court bench. Administrators, in ad- 
dition, have drafted judicial-conduct provi- 
sions prohibiting biased behavior. And 
each year since 1994, they've devoted 
$100,000 toward official training of judges 
and family-service officers on domestic 
violence. 

Such reforms have had an effect, ac- 
cording to David Sacks, the first justice of 
the Hampden Probate and Family Court. 
“Does the system need help?” he asks. 
“Absolutely. But there is real progress on

“What have seen the family courts goes 
beyond the maltreatment any other afflicted 
class the history this country,” Neustein 
maintains. She ticks off shocking number 
injustices committed against mothers. Family 
judges routinely refuse hear evidence 
child sexual abuse; fail give mothers 
chance testify court critical matters 
concerning abuse; hand down judgments

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@ Family courts do not rely on criminal investi- 
gators to examine child-abuse claims. They rely 
on family advocates called guardians ad litem, 
whose charge is to investigate allegations of 
abuse, abandonment, and neglect and to repre- 
sent the best interests of the children in disput- 
ed custody cases. More often than not, they are 
unqualified to evaluate physical evidence of 
abuse and to interview victims and atleged 
abusers. Yet, in contested custody battles, they 
are frequently called upon to do just that. 


@ Normal courtroom checks and balances don't 
exist in family court. Unlike in criminal and civil 
court, there are no juries. And family courts do 
not mandate legal representation. Therefore, 
the only litigants with attorneys are those who 
can afford them. In this atmosphere, judges 
have extraordinary powers and can work with 
near-complete impunity. It is not uncommon for 
judges to hold hearings in which important rul- 
ings are made with only one party present; 
such hearings can violate basic constitutional 
rights of due process. 


@ Even when child-protection service workers 
find evidence of abuse, it is not uncommon for 
judges to refuse to hear the evidence. A Califor- 
nia woman, who was one of the first to go pub- 
lic with her story, lost custody of her daughter to 
aman whom Los Angeles child-protection 
workers twice found to have abused the girl. 
The mother is now appealing the decision to the 
United States Supreme Court.

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Massachusetts escaped these prob- 
lems. Last November, the Wellesley Centers 
for Women, Wellesley College, issued 
sharp critique the Massachusetts family- 
court system part three-year research 
effort known the Battered Women’s Testi- 
mony Project The November 
report, “Battered Mothers Speak Out,” 
stems from interviews with women from 
across the state all whom had suffered 
physical, emotional, psychological abuse 
during their marriages and victims’ 
idges, and other courtroom 
personnel. The study found that officials 
who work nearly every family court 
the Commonwealth regularly commit what 
the report described “human-rights vio- 
lations” against battered mothers. Women 
complained about host offenses: how 
court personnel labeled them hysterical and 
unreasonable; treated them with scorn, 
condescension, and disrespect; failed 
and denied them access sensitive investi- 
gations and documents pertinent their 
custody disputes. 

Fifteen the women interviewed said 
their ex-partners retained sole joint cus- 
tody the children even though all 
men reportedly abused both their ex-wives 
and their children. Eighteen complained 
that judges family-service officers grant- 
recommended that abusive fathers get 
unsupervised visitation with their children. 
When came allegations spousal 
child abuse, women said judges, family- 
service officers, and GALs had ignored 
minimized their claims. Nine the 
women said judges and GALs failed in- 
vestigate allegations physical and sexual 
abuse. And six the women said that 
judges and GALs refused take into ac- 
count documented evidence child abuse 
when deciding their custody disputes. The 
Wellesley report concluded that family 
courts across Massachusetts are systemati- 
cally failing protect battered women and 
their children from further harm. Carrie 
Cuthbert, one the report’s five authors 
and co-director the Wellesley Centers’ 
Women’s Rights Network, explains, “Not 
only the safety and well-being mothers 
and children stake, but battered 
mothers’ trust our family courts.” Within

Fitzpatrick filed divorce her then- 
husband, Marc Mandel, 36-year-old 
Baltimore County state prosecutor, June

But last February, while changing her 
diaper after he’d returned from visit 
with his father, Fitzpatrick saw that 
penis and rectum were red and swollen. 
Fitzpatrick phoned the Orleans Police. 
February 2002, police report, she told the 
responding officer that James’s “private area 

looked like the skin was pinched and 
pulled ... [and] there was redness around 
his anus.” 

Subsequent medical examinations the 
boy revealed rare physical symptoms typi- 
cally associated with child sexual abuse. 
Two doctors diagnosed James suffering 
from red and swollen penis and scrotum. 
The first doctor, Hope Brooks, saw James 
February The second doctor, Nancy 
Golden, who James’s pediatrician, exam- 
ined the boy nine days later, February 
12, and found that James also had “anal 
fissures,” cuts and scrapes around the 
rectum. Such symptoms not necessarily 
prove molestation, explains Dr. Eli New- 
berger, the founder the child-protection 
team Children’s Hospital and 
renowned expert child sexual abuse, 
“but extremely important indica- 
tors.” Anal fissures almost never occur 
instances other than abuse, says. The 
findings prompted Golden contact the 
Massachusetts Department Social Ser- 
vices (DSS), whose mission ensure 
the safety and well-being minors. 
February 14, the department evaluated 
James and confirmed he had severe redness 
and abrasions his genitals symptoms 
that the DSS called “atypical” for such or- 
dinary conditions diaper rash. accor- 
dance with agency procedures, evaluators 
tried to interview the boy. But James, who 
was just two years old, said nothing. 
result, the DSS closed the case, though its 
report cautioned that “the absence spe- 
cific findings way indicates abuse did 
not occur.” 

Mandel did not return phone call from 
the Phoenix seeking comment. His Brew- 
ster, Massachusetts—based attorney, Dennis 
Manesis, says his client “has steadfastly re-

against Catholic priests. Louisiana journalist 
Jason Berry penned devastating account 
priestly abuses the now-defunct Lafayette 
Times Acadiana, which chronicled 
his critically acclaimed book, Lead Not 
into Temptation: Catholic Priests and the Sex- 
ual Abuse Children, published 1992. 
The San Jose Mercury News’ Carl Cannon 
(now with the National Journal) wrote a dis- 
turbing December 1987 series identifying 
priests two dozen dioceses who'd been re- 
cycled after being accused abuse. That 
same year, Karen Henderson the Cleve- 
land Plain Dealer reported problems 
her-diocese and beyond. Yet until 
2002, when the details sexual abuse 
scores clergy within the Boston archdio- 
cese were made public, that enough people 
believed the charges, victims could credibly 
demand their abusers held accountable, 
and law-enforcement and court authorities 
would finally listen. 

should come surprise that 
family-court officials often disbelieve 
charges child sex abuse even though 
few sex-abuse allegations ever turn out 
patently false. Kathleen Coulborn Faller, 
professor social work the University 
Michigan, Ann Arbor, has done extensive 
research into child-sex-abuse allegations 
custody cases and has found that percent 
these allegations were indeed true. the 
other percent, she reports, yery few in- 
volved parents maliciously conjuring 
bogus charges only out 215 cases 
fit that description.

The 
39-year-old nurse and Natick resident 
comes across formidable personality 
she’s smart, articulate, and persuasive. 
Yet her five-year custody battle Middle- 
sex Probate and Family Court during 
which she criticized judges, GALs, and 
doctors for how they handled her allega- 
tions ended last August when she lost 
custody her school-aged daughter the 
man whom she has repeatedly accused 


child molestation. The experience has left 
Fink convinced that, her words, “the 
family courts aren’t all interested 
protecting innocent children.” 

Fink’s custody battle dates back sum- 
mer 1997, when she filed divorce her 
then-husband, Jonathan Meier, 
old engineer and Massachusetts resident. 
Their marriage, Fink says, was unhappy, 
abusive relationship that deteriorated for 
good soon after the birth the couple’s 
daughter, Melissa (not her real name). 
After bitter divorce trial January 1999, 
Fink was awarded full custody Melissa. 
And due allegations emotional and 
physical abuse that Fink lodged against her 
ex-husband including charges that 
had bruised Melissa’s leg baby 
Meier got only supervised visitation. Grad- 
ually, though, received positive marks 
from supervisor who monitored visits, 
Meier was allowed spend unsupervised 
time with his daughter. 

wasn’t long after the court loosened 
the stringent visitation provisions that Fink 
began suspect Meier was abusing Melis- 
sa. October 1999, Melissa, then two, re- 
turned from visit with her father and, sev- 
eral days later, complained that, Fink re- 
calls, “her bottom hurt her.” Fink took her 
daughter doctor, who diagnosed the 


little girl with bloody, superficial cuts and 
tears around the vulva. The doctor didn’t 
consider the injuries particularly revealing, 
though child-abuse experts like Children’s 
Hospital’s Newberger say such physical in- 
juries toddler “exclude any benign 
accidental cause.” Yet something the girl 
said gave the doctor pause. During the gen- 
ital examination, according court 
records, the toddler told the doctor, “Don’t 
put your fingers inside.” 

Taken aback, the doctor asked Melissa 
anyone else ever did such thing.

When the agency receives these reports 
known “51-As,” says DSS spokesperson 
Michael MacCormack, “screens” them 
see they warrant investigation. this 
case, the DSS called the GAL assigned 
represent Melissa the time. But the 
agency then screened out the doctor’s re- 
port according department regulations 
something that happens more often than 
you might think. 2001, for example, DSS 
received reports suspected child 
abuse and neglect. those, instantly 
threw out 21,828 because, MacCormack 
explains, “They did not meet our criteria.” 
Either the child wasn’t immediate danger, 
says, the alleged abuser 
primary caretaker. the courtroom, the 
unwillingness investigate child 
sexual abuse helped cement the idea that 
Fink’s allegations were nothing but “distor- 
tions” and possible “delusions.” court-or- 
dered evaluation into the claims concluded 
that, according “There 
data ... to indicate that [the child] has been 
sexually abused anyone.” And so, the un- 
supervised visits were allowed continue. 

More than year later, Fink voiced con- 
cerns abuse again. This April 
2001, Melissa, who was now four years 
old, returned from visit with her father 
appearing upset. When Fink asked what 
was wrong, her daughter told her that “her 
bottom hurt.” The girl’s genitals, Fink says, 
looked red and raw. Fink called the 
girl’s GAL, who reminded Fink about 
“problems with past allegations,” stated 
court records. Fink did the only thing 
she could think do: she brought her 
daughter Children’s Hospital. 
diagnosis “perineal rash” does not 
specify abuse. But while the doctor was ex- 
amining Melissa, court records (and an au- 
diotape the examination provided the 
Phoenix) reveal she blurted out her 
mother: “That’s where Daddy touches me.” 

Melissa’s comment set off chain reac- 
tion. The hospital performed rape-kit 
exam and filed 51-A report with the DSS. 
The department, turn, performed two- 
month investigation, interviewing Melissa, 
her parents, and others. the end, howev- 
er, the department did not support find- 
ing sexual abuse because, court 
documents show, Melissa did not make 
“specific definitive disclosures” about being 
abused. was one 16,637 cases 2001 
where DSS did not substantiate suspected 
abuse neglect. accordance with 
agency guidelines, the DSS referred the 
case the Middlesex County District At- 
torney’s Office, which opened criminal 
investigation. State prosecutors discovered 
that Melissa’s rape-kit exam had yielded 
traces DNA from “saliva” swabs 
taken from the girl’s genital area. The pres- 
ence saliva doesn’t prove molestation; in- 
deed, could have come from Melissa’s 
own fingers. Court records show that pros- 
ecutors convened November 2001 grand 
jury and issued subpoena Meier 
provide DNA sample, which did 
February 2002. But they’ve since told Fink 
that the DNA from the rape kit turned out 
too small for testing. other words, 
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it’s still not known whose DNA matches the 
rape-kit sample. The Middlesex DA, 
through its spokesperson Seth Horowitz, 
declined comment the specifics the 
criminal investigation except say that the 
office “had positive forensic evidence” 
this time. 

Her disclosures prompted 
Fink ask Middlesex family court issue 
no-contact order against her ex-husband 
and review the visitation set-up. She 
filed the motion April 27, 2001. July 
12, 2001, Meier filed counter-motion 
seeking full custody Melissa. Meier did 
not return phone call from the Phoenix 
seeking comment. Through his Newton at- 
torney, Lisa Marino, declined com- 
ment the case. Marino offered this state- 
ment: “My client understands the impor- 
tance abuse allegations and has always 
taken them seriously. However, this 
case, the allegations are not true.” court 
records, Meier has repeatedly denied that 
he’s ever harmed his daughter. has 
claimed that his ex-wife has made “false al- 
legations” against him and has “physically 
and emotionally” harmed his daughter 
subjecting her repeated sex-abuse inves- 
tigations that fail yield any evidence. 

February 2002, Middlesex Probate 
and Family Court associate justice Beverly 
Weinger Boorstein presided over the cou- 
ple’s second custody trial the new ap- 
peals. During the three-day trial, many 
witnesses were called testify. Yet 
according trial transcripts, the court 
heard far more testimony about the moth- 
mental health and parental fitness than 
about physical evidence child sexual 
abuse. the end trial, Fink says, 
Boorstein requested that she bring her 
daughter court the judge could meet 
her. When Fink showed the court- 
house February 27, 2002, she says, the 
judge offered her ultimatum. “She said 
order, she’d allow retain full cus- 
tody,” Fink recalls. told her 
that.” comments are echoed 
her partner, Jason Morse, who accompa- 
nied Fink into the judge’s chambers that 
day. (Fink filed February 28, 2002, com- 
plaint about Boorstein with the Commis- 
sion Judicial Conduct, whose investiga- 
tion confirmed the events the February 
meeting yet absolved Boorstein mis- 
conduct.) March 2002, Boorstein 
awarded joint physical custody Fink and 
Meier. But five months later, she reversed 
her order and stripped Fink custody. 
Fink, the judge ruled, could only see her 
daughter twice week, under strict super- 
vision. the August 2002, ruling 
exhaustive, 28-page summary the case 
Boorstein casts Fink, who suffers from 
post-traumatic-stress disorder, delu- 
sional woman whose sex-abuse allegations 
are false beliefs unsupported the evi- 
dence. Boorstein declined comment 
the case for this article. her ruling, she 
states that the “mother’s mental state and 
her resulting actions will destroy 
sa’s] relationship with her father and con- 
tinue to have a negative effect on [Melissa’s] 
emotional and mental development.” 

Fink, who’s appealing Boorstein’s deci- 
sion, holds different view: feel like she 
reversed custody just punish me” for fil- 
ing complaint against her with the Com- 
mission Judicial Conduct. Though Fink 
acknowledges that the judge’s findings deal 
severe blow her credibility, she attrib- 
utes the punitive judgment “an effort 
psychologically slam and debilitate 
that will shut up.” Fink who attend- 
battered women’s testimonial the 
State House May 2002, which dozens 
mothers spoke out about problems 
Massachusetts family courts says her 
experience fits shockingly similar pattern 
custody cases involving child sexual 


abuse. As she describes it: “It’s [to] pathol- 
ogize the moms and turn attention away 
from the kids.”

ARENTAL-ALIENATION syndrome also 

popped Jean Johnson’s battle with 
her ex-husband for custody their daughter. 
Johnson (who asked that her real name and 
other names associated with the case not 
used for fear retaliation the judge who 
presided over her custody litigation) believes 
that recognition the syndrome pervaded her 
three-year battle Plymouth Probate and 
Family Court for custody her daughter 
Julia. Unlike Fink, Johnson, 40-year-old at- 
torney and Plymouth resident, won custody 
her child. But her ex-husband, man who the 
Massachusetts DSS insists assaulted the cou- 
ple’s six-year-old daughter, was awarded un- 
supervised visitation rights. And the March 
2002 decision makes clear that this arrange- 
ment will end Johnson tries “to alienate the 
child from the Father” again. other words, 
she says, could lose daughter any 
time.” Throughout these cases, Johnson adds, 
family-court personnel try reason “around 
the abuse and turn against you.” 

Johnson filed for divorce fall 1999. 
Within months the filing, she says, her 
daughter seemed strange after visits with her 
father. One time, Julia, who was just three 
years old, asked her mother she knew 
about the “woo-woo game” that she played 
with her father. When Johnson asked what 
the game entailed, her daughter explained 
that “you take off your clothes” and 
“Daddy sticks them bum,” accord- 
ing court records. Another time, Johnson 
walked into Julia’s bedroom find the little 
girl standing before mirror squeezing her 
nipples. Julia’s vagina and anus, Johnson 
noticed, looked swollen. Johnson took her 
daughter doctor, who chalked the 
physical symptoms stress. The doctor 
nevertheless filed report with the 
state DSS, which didn’t make much the 
sex-abuse allegations. After 10-day inves- 
tigation, during which Julia didn’t offer any 
incriminating details, the agency failed 
substantiate abuse. Such conclusion, ex- 
plains DSS spokesperson Michael Mac- 
Cormack, “means that find 
credible evidence support allegations, 
such disclosure from the child.” 
then adds, “It may more difficult than 
you'd expect find credible evidence 
child sexual abuse.” 

While the divorce and custody trial pro- 
ceeded, however, the DSS was again 
pulled into the case. April 2000, Julia’s 
therapist called the department report 
that during therapy session, the little girl 
had discussed the “woo-woo game” she

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had played with her father. This time, an- 
other 10-day investigation found Julia 
telling witness.

According court docu- 
ments the case, the Plymouth County 
judge issued seemingly illogical ruling 
March 2002 that shocks Johnson this day. 
Not only did the judge downplay the 
conclusions, but assailed Julia’s therapist 
“questionable.” Thus the judge ruled that 
Johnson’s had not actually molested his 
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daughter, and that Johnson had pushed the 
bogus charges “solely [in an] attempt get 
back the Father.” The judge also warned 
that if Johnson “alienate[s]” Julia from her 
father, change custody may the only 
remaining action that can taken this 
Court protect the child.” 

The decision has left Johnson, who’s filing 
appeal, disbelief. “I’m just devastated,” 
she says. been made look like 
Mommy Dearest. made the allegations, 
and harassed these professionals into in- 
vestigating” the sex-abuse claims. She then 
offers, “All these social workers and thera- 
pists put their [professional] lives the line 
just make happy? don’t think so.”

Five steps toward 


family-court reform 


HE BLOSSOMING community of protec- 

tive parents and advocates seeking re- 
form in the nation’s family courts offers sev- 
eral recommendations to address the prob- 
lems plaguing the system. For custody pro- 
ceedings that involve child-abuse claims, 
they suggest the following five essential 
changes: 

* When conducting child-sexual-abuse 
evaluations in disputed custody cases, re- 
place the single guardian ad litem with a 
multi-disciplinary team similar to the team 
many state prosecutors use in criminal in- 
vestigations. This group would consist of pro- 
fessionals with expertise not only in mental 
health generally, but also in family violence, 
child abuse, and trauma specifically. 

* Mandate guidelines for all sex-abuse 
evaluators detailing the proper review of per- 
tinent documentation, the impartial interview- 
ing of witnesses, and the appropriate uses of 
psychological testing. Such standards should 


theorizes, makes their lives less painful, less 
complicated. “If you think all these women 
are sitting their front stoops and conjur- 
ing lies,” she explains, “you can 
home, flip the television, and not have 
worry about child sexual abuse.” 

the studies California NOW, 
Wellesley Centers for Women, and Neustein 
show, what happened Clarke, Fitzpatrick, 
Fink, and Johnson occurs more often than 
think.

¢ Require frequent, mandatory training on 
spousal and child abuse for all family-court 
personnel.

¢ Ban the use of bogus psychological! dis- 
orders, such as “parental-alienation syn- 
drome,” under the family court's judicial pro- 
tocol for contested custody cases involving 
sex-abuse claims. 

¢ Establish independent statewide offices 
to serve as ombudspersons for the nation’s 
family courts so litigants can file complaints 
and receive resolutions. These offices 
would also audit family courts periodically to 
ensure that problems are being effectively 
addressed.

SOMETHING THAT I try to convey to people,” Jordan says, “is that this regimen 
is not the cure for cancer or AIDS or a cold or the flu, it simply rebalances your body to 
health.” By rebalancing your body to health, Jordan means strengthening the immune 
system, flushing out toxins, and neutralizing the internal pH (the balance between acidity 
and alkalinity). He stresses that this regimen is “noninvasive; “simple, and that there are 


no side effects. 


1) A gallon of water per 100 pounds of body weight a day. 


2) One to six teaspoons of clay a day. 


Four eight teaspoons barley grass day. 
4) Probiotic bacteria; daily dose depends on label suggestions. 


WATER 


Purpose: to cleanse, to flush out toxins, to hydrate. 
What Jordan says: “I drink about three gallons a day.... Water alone can cure 


nearly everything, honestly.” 


What the doctors say: “Certainly, large doses of water shouldn't be a problem,” 
says Dr. Anthony D’Amico, a radiation oncologist at Brigham and Women's Hospital. “Un- 
less, of course, the person has heart failure and can't handle the water load.” 

What the clients say: “I drank a fot, but not ali that!” says Ted Mcalarney, who saw 
Jordan for prostate cancer. “You'd have to stand in front of the sink.”

He was there for the infamous 
Stormtroopers of Death album Speak English or Die 
in 1985. He kick-started the modern-day extreme- 
metal craze by forming the trailblazing Brutal Truth 
in 1990. But we'll always remember him most fondly 
for Nuclear Assault, the complex and forboding 
thrash band he formed directly after leaving Anthrax. 
the Reagan/Bush the Cold War heated 
up one last time before thawing out for good, the 
threat of impending nuclear holocaust was an easy 
target for metal. But no one pursued that theme with 
more single-mindedness than Nuclear Assault, who 
preached visions of catastrophe like a Pentecostalist 
tatking up the Rapture and whose sound lived up to 
the devastation their name implied. A decade before. 
the Sex Pistols had

The life Little Walter 


TED 


ittle Walter Jacobs was serviceable 

singer, but when lifted harmonica 

his mouth, the sound made cut 
the noise crowded clubs with the authority 
angel’s trumpet. maybe saxophone. 
His earliest blues hits recordings like his 
signature instrumental, “Juke”; the rocking 
“Mellow Down Easy”; the Willie 
penned “My Babe”; and the heartbroken 
“Last Night” left both horn and harmoni- 
instrumentalists the early 1950s won-

dering just what the hell was playing. 
Often his harp was mistaken for sax, be- 
cause harmonica had never produced 
tone like his before, full bold and gently 
sculpted notes, bent with the delicacy and 
sweetness thin strands licorice. 

Little Walter wasn’t the first play har- 
monica through amplifier. was simply 
the best, from his first recordings with 
Muddy Waters’ band 1950 until his dissi- 
pation and untimely death age Feb- 
ruary 15, 1968. Today only very few torch- 


bearers can reach the same incendiary peaks 
the instrument most notably Kim Wil- 
son, Charlie Musselwhite, and Jerry Portnoy. 

It’s describing Little Walter’s music and 
putting the context his times that the 
often stiffly written new biography 
with Feeling succeeds best. Which 
surprise given the background its three 
authors. Tony Glover has been professional 
harmonica player since 1962. Part the 
influential folk-blues trio Koerner, Ray 
Glover, he’s also the author one the 
most popular guides playing blues harp. 
Ward Gaines likewise musician and 
blues researcher, and Scott Dirks has been 
blues journalist, radio host, record producer, 
and musician for years. 

One the best passages Blues with 
Feeling provides thoughtful, informed 
analysis Little Walter’s approach. 
“Influenced much horn players 
other harmonica players, and much 
jazz was blues, Little Walter freed 
the harmonica [its] customary, self-im- 
posed, restrictions for the first time,” the au- 
thors write. They describe his be- 
hind-the-beat phrasing, which made his harp 
swing like his inspiration Coleman 
Hawkins’s sax, and his knack for starting his 
phrases off the beat for maximum impact. 
They explain that his Charlie gift 
for improvisation allowed him unreel 
melody after melody his solos and switch 


time signatures the middle phrase, 
even the middle note. And they cite his 
knack for veering off into unpredictable di- 
rections that seemed hell-bent for atonal 
destinations until he’d pivot back into the 
tune his band were playing find perfect 
resolution. 

But the authors fail capture the 
spark Walter’s actual life. They 
provide detailed information about 
his birth (possibly under tree, with 
his mother disgrace) and convo- 
luted early family relations, but after 
begins his journey blues fame, 
this biography becomes series 
recording sessions alternating with 
beatings. Although was woman- 
izer, Walter often kept himself and 
seemed withdrawn groups. That 
plus his spending sprees and his 
hard, seemingly relentless drinking 
might indicate severe manic depres- 
sion. Yet the notion goes unexplored 
here. Too often the pages Blues 
with Feeling read like glorified set 
notes Chess Records sessions, 
detailing who was present and how 
many takes were attempted and 
which songs were played the stu- 
dio. That’s all interest the hard- 
core blues fan, but does nothing 
for those who would like 
glimpse into the soul man who 
could leap from the percolating beat 
“Tell Mama” and the loving 
joy the shuffle “You’re Fine” 
the rock-bottom blues “Mean Old 
World” and “Sad Hours.” 

the end, one those beatings 
perhaps exacerbating injury caused 
earlier thrashing from the police, from 
whom proud Walter would take racial jive, 
from jealous husband argumenta- 


tive gambler musician caused him 
die his sleep, probably from blood clot. 
then, his popularity and skills were se- 
vere decline, the wake changing musical 
tastes and his alcoholism. left behind not 
only his great recordings but the mystery

Santana’s Shaman, Matchbox More Than You Think You Are

been almost four years since the re- 

lease Santana’s Supernatural 

(Arista), but the album’s runaway suc- 
cess still feels had come out 
nowhere. the time, Rock and Roll Hall 
Famer Carlos Santana and the line-up 
that bears his name hadn’t had decent 
record deal years, and they 
had hit for much longer than that. Sure, 
the group’s reunion with the man who 
years earlier had signed them their first 
recording contract Arista founder Clive 
Davis, who immediately hooked them 
with small army contemporary pop’s 
hottest performers, producers, and song- 
But nobody could have predicted that Su- 
pernatural would become the biggest hit 
the band’s distinguished career, producing 
two smash singles (“Smooth” and “Maria 
Maria”), clean sweep the 2000 Gram- 
mys, and eventual million copies 
sold. 

The roster talent Supernatural was 
eclectic was impressive: everyone 
from Dave Matthews Lauryn Hill Eric 
Clapton was honored collaborate with 
Santana. But the biggest star the album 
turned out “Smooth” singer/song- 
writer Rob Thomas, who'd previously been 
known the somewhat faceless frontman 
post-grunge radio faves Matchbox 
Twenty. His sweaty seduction act 
“Smooth” changed all that, 
forming him into one the most recogniz- 
able sex symbols pop. Perhaps more im- 
portant terms his career, also estab- 
lished him one the hottest songwrit- 
ers the biz. 

Industry vets like Carlos, Clive, and 
Arista president Antonio “LA” Reid know 
better than repeat themselves, 
Thomas relegated the background 
the new Santana album, Shaman (Arista), 
which debuted the charts upon its 
release late October and has already sold 
two million copies. The absence his lead 
vocals aside, Shaman takes the Supernatur- 
formula and runs with it, eclipsing its 
predecessor’s already ambitious running 
time five minutes and assembling 
even more eclectic list guest performers. 

It’s hard imagine Santana and friends 
matching the astronomical sales figures 
Supernatural this time around, but they 
sure had fun trying especially the 
first single from Shaman, “The Game 
Love,” commercial-pop masterpiece that 
trades the sultry swing “Smooth” for 
candy store full hooks. Pop thrush 
Michelle Branch coos longingly the mi- 
crophone, and Carlos sprinkles polite rock- 
guitar leads around her voice before un- 
leashing biting solo cue. Mainstream- 
pop geeks will delighted note that the 
track was written and produced Alex 
Ander a/k/a former New Radicals 
frontman Gregg Alexander, who released 
the summertime smash “You Get What 
You Give” and proceeded retire from 
performing before the track had even left 
the charts. his long-promised return 
songwriting and production, Alexander 
picks where left off, with giddy 
chorus that looks silly paper but sounds 
perfect the radio: “It just takes little 
bit this, little bit that/It started with 

Alexander shares the songwriting spot- 
light with Thomas the beginning 
Shaman, which features two tracks penned 
Mr. “Smooth” himself, with production 
duties delegated Latin-pop luminaries

like Cori Rooney and Lester Mendez. 
the brooding “Nothing All,” Philly soul- 
man conveys deep sense loss 
Carlos’s acoustic guitar flutters the dis- 
tance. Carlos brightens things with 
carefree electric-guitar refrain “You Are 
Kind,” tender love song with Seal 
lead vocals. Both tracks could stand 
borrow some sizzle from “Smooth,” but 
for one-time Pearl Jam disciple, Thomas 
continues display surprisingly good 
ear for Latin pop. 

“The Game Love” and the pair 
Thomas songs are the big pop moves 
Shaman. But like Supernatural, the album 
hardly stops there. It’s roughly divided into 
three sections pop, rock, and world beat 
separated the type largely instru- 
mental Latin-rock jams Santana have been 
playing since their breakthrough perform- 
ance the Woodstock festival Be- 
fore Supernatural, the band’s best-selling 
album had always been the compilation 
Greatest Hits (Columbia), which 
draws only from the three classic albums 
they made with their original line-up. 

Carlos the reborn pop star can’t fit 
many vintage-sounding Santana songs 
his albums used to, but old-school 
fans won't disappointed the tracks 
without high-profile guest performers 
Shaman. hear Carlos the guitar god 
his rawest, check out the self-penned 
weeper “Victory Won,” which veers into 
space-rock territory the end and features 
rollicking solo long-time Santana key- 
boardist Chester Thompson. The percus- 
sion-heavy 11-piece Santana touring band 
will also kicking out the jams their 
upcoming tour, which scheduled 
hit Boston June. 

Supernatural made its biggest impact 
Top radio, but also threw modern- 
rock fans bone with the hit “Put Your 
Lights On,” which was written and per- 
formed Everlast. Shaman, ace pop- 
metallers P.O.D. get the lead rock single; 
their arena-sized scorcher “America” in- 
spires Carlos turn his guitar loud 
enough conjure the spirit Woodstock 


contemporary Jimi Hendrix. 
Nickelback frontman Chad 
Kroeger sounds uncharac- 
teristically playful “Why 
Don’t You I,” probably 
because producer Mendez 
cushions the song’s guitar 
crunch with parade 
Latin beats. 

The overtly commercial 
nature Santana’s current 
work odds with the 
purist sensibility that domi- 
nates the classic-rock world 
inhabited for most 
their career. But Santana 
and friends impressive 
job of navigating the vast 
spectrum stylistic ex- 
tremes Shaman, and the 
album makes convincing 
case that Carlos’s sweet, 
soulful guitar leads would 
sound good over just about 
any type music. Even 
opera yes, that’s world- 
famous tenor Placido 
Domingo singing 
lyrics “Novus,” the melo- 
dramatic spiritual that ends 
the disc. “Looking into the 
future/We can see the begin- 


ning/Children living peace and harmo- 
ny/That the way will be,” Placido 
sings, and Carlos’s stinging electric guitar 
cries out empathy. Shaman wants 
all things all listeners, and succeeds 
more often than not the very least, 
it’s the sound old master doing some 
his finest work. 

For Rob Thomas, collaborating with 
Santana marked the beginning creative 
windfall that’s been raining down him 
ever since. “Smooth” was immediately fol- 
lowed the release the second Match- 
box Twenty album, Mad Season (Atlantic), 
which pushed the band more sophisti- 
cated direction and spawned the massive 


album chart upon its release

hen hit the road for promo- 
tional tour last month, local rocker 

Bleu was really cooking. First 
cooked some butternut squash soup with 
black-bean-and-roasted-corn salad. Then 
was chicken with parsley-cilantro-pump- 
kinseed pesto. These dinners are Bleu’s un- 
usual way currying favor with industry 
serves home-cooked meal be- 
fore playing few tunes. “Cooking 
hobby mine,” explains over the phone 
from Los Angeles. did one dinner for 
promoters and one for film and people.

produced Conway and features Maz- 
zone, Cavanaugh, Conway, and Kimball, 
October 2001. The Twinemen’s self- 
produced The (High-n-Dry) 
was released last summer. Ryan’s solo 
debut, Lost Diamond Angel (Ambitious), 
produced Conway and featuring Col- 
ley, came out the fall. And Maybe 
debut, What Matters, finished, 
pressed, and ready for release. 

the weeks before the show, that 
cycle was beginning anew. crisp late- 
December afternoon found Conway, 
Colley, Delmhorst, and Delmhorst guest 
Julie Wolf, who most recently played 
keyboards with Ani DiFranco, working

for the relationships, Beard and 
Conway, two the region’s best drum- 
mers, have been pals for years. Conway 
and Sargent have longstanding ro- 
mance, and Colley and Conway have 
Morphine’s decade-plus run com- 
mon. all been friends and 
worked with scene veterans Ryan, Kim- 
ball, and Mazzone over the past two 
decades. Barry isn’t deep inside the 
web this “family” some its other 
members, but Conway along with 
plenty other musicians occasional- 
attends his guitar-sparring gigs with 
Levine the Tir n-Og Somerville, 
and Barry and Levine often play with 
Maybe Baby. These days, however, 
Barry may best known for his fusion 
soulful blues-based signatures with 
cutting-edge sonics Paula Cole’s 
band. This radical oversimplification 
their connections, but add that 
healthy dose shared respect and ad- 
miration all around. 

What finally channeled all this into 
two nights performances the fact 
that Delmhorst, the Twinemen, Maybe 
Baby, and Ryan have all made albums 
studio, High-n-Dry, that 
have been released within the past 
months.

Next Delmhorst stepped the micro- 
phone for “Little Wings,” song from 
Five Stories. Colley switched clar- 
inet and Barry traded his Telecaster for 
lap steel, Delmhorst captivated the 
room with voice clear and powerful 
Their differences Sar- 
gent supple vocalist with impro- 
viser’s instinct for melodic phrasing 
whereas Delmhorst more traditional

Cavanaugh, who also has solo 
out, stepped for his own ballad “We 
Should Have Waited till April,” injecting 
the first taste hardcore country into 
the night.

The 
IGMG has incorporated the change into 
its Critical Edition; the reviewers have 
mostly remained unconvinced. 

for the remaining 799-odd revisions, 
one could reasonably ask how much they 
matter the reviewers hear them. 
Mahler, course, everything does matter 
(that’s one reason remains hot com- 
poser), but his symphonies are dense, 
complex creatures, and will take time 
for listeners sort out what different 
and why matters. would have been 
helpful had provided some exam- 
ples what listen for; instead, get 
Colin Matthews spouting rubbish like 
“Had written more than his first 
four symphonies Mahler would hardly 
regarded symphonist all.” his 
Mahler Companion essay “Eternity 
Nothingness?”, Donald Mitchell devotes 
intelligent pages the Fifth and 
means exhausts his topic; EMI simply re- 
hashes the usual bromides. 

Critical Edition aside, what Rattle 
and the Berliners bring the Fifth that 
heard before? (This symphony is, 
after all, heading for the century mark 
recordings.) “Rattle’s new Fifth proof 
positive,” the Gramophone’s teaser assures 
us, “that the Berlin Philharmonic has 
made great strides with Mahler since Bar- 
birolli” meaning the Ninth that the 
BPO recorded with Englishman John Bar- 
birolli 1964 but somehow overlooking 
the orchestra’s distinguished record since 
under Karajan, Bernstein, Haitink, and 
Abbado. nothing else, the three live Ab- 
bado/BPO Mahler symphonies (Nos. 
and that Deutsche Grammophon re- 
leased this past summer are “proof posi- 
tive” that the orchestra doesn’t need any 
help from Rattle. Despite allowing that 
some might find Rattle’s phrasing “over- 
nuanced,” Osborne concludes that this re- 
lease “can safely ranked among the 
half-dozen finest performances 
record.” But hasn’t reckoned with fel- 
low countryman Tony Duggan, who ex- 
plains, “For me, Rattle conducts Mahler 
like the young Olivier plays Shakespeare: 
with every word considered and interpret- 
ed; every glance, every gesture, every 
movement and resonance calculated 
micromanaged, you could say, al- 
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most obsessive degree.” Duggan winds 
recommending Rudolf Barshai, Rudolf 
Schwarz, Barbirolli, Rafael Kubelik, 
Leonard Bernstein, Ben Zander, and 
Daniele Gatti (that’s more than half- 
dozen) ahead Rattle. Bridle tells 

“Ignore the hype and instead opt for 
great performance Mahler’s Fifth” 
which means the 1993 Abbado/BPO 
and 1987 Bernstein/VPO readings, both 
which “leave Rattle standing the 
altar.”

this new Fifth, least, don’t hear 
the slightest hint “freshness, maturity, 
and real point view.” Rattle’s overall 
tempos are moderate each movement 
from his 1997 Birmingham 
performance, which one observer clocked

The Adagietto middle-of-the-road 
not only tempo (9:33) but feeling. 
Herbert von Karajan, James Levine, and 
Harold Farberman have all shown that 
this love song (midway alludes Tris- 
tan und Isolde) can stretch its exquisite 
feeling out minutes without losing 
its shape, but even Rafael Kubelik, 9:45 
his Deutsche Grammophon recording 
with the Bavarian Radio Symphony, 
much more precise and weighted his 
phrasing. When the main theme returns, 
bar 75, Mahler varies heartrendingly, 
substituting for the original B-flat, 
the original yearning had been destroyed 
the stormy middle section. Kubelik 
makes devastating moment this; Rat- 
tle seems not notice. Contrapuntal clar- 
ity (plus more grit than Riccardo Chailly’s 
Decca recording) makes the Rondo-Finale 
the best part the performance, but even 
here, the donkey bray (the movement 
takes its main theme from Mahler song 
which the donkey critic singing 
contest chooses the cuckoo over the 
nightingale) understated, and the big 
chorale apotheosis, when does come, 
gets short shrift. 

This not Mahler Bruno Walter 
Otto Klemperer would recognize it. It’s 
Mahler-by-the-score, Mahler for those 
lost sight the ideas the score was 
meant represent. Perhaps age 
(he’ll turn January 19) Simon Rattle

Even be- 
fore his death on stage in 1996, John- 
ny Watson was one of the blues’ un- 
dervalued originals. He was a major 
influence on both blues and rock 
artists — including Frank Zappa, who 
championed his ‘70s comeback. | 
These 18 songs are a quick and dirty 
primer, with the accent on dirty. “Hot 
Little Mama” and “Gangster of Love” 
reveal much about where Watson was 
coming from. His voice has micro- 
phone-rattling power on these ‘50s 
and '60s hits, and his guitar playing is 
a study in terse, filthy precision. “Don't 
Touch Me” illustrates how he 
influenced some of today's most 
significant stylists. When he sings 
“paby’ in the tune’s chorus and pushes 
hard at the end of phrases, it's almost 
impossible to tell him apart from his 
protégée Etta James. And the song's 
solo break is a blueprint for all of 
Jimmy Vaughan’s best thick-toned rip- 
ups, SO vicious it's hard to believe Wat- 
son picked notes only with his thumb. 
Watson claimed that it was his 
scalding “Three Hours Past Mid- 
night.” which is here with its fleme- 
thrower guitar track, that first caught 
Zappa's ear. And there's plenty of 
evidence of his piano skills in the 
triplet-laden “Give a Little” and his 
gospel-flavored Ray Charles hom- 
age “Someone Cares for Me.” Sure, 
in the '70s and later, some of his 
edge was smoothed by a taste for 
disco and dime-store funk, but this 
disc is a flashback to the days when 
he had a rage to burn — and the 
fires he set for small labels like King 
and R.P.M. still fling plenty of heat.

* * MAKING SINGLES, DRINKING 
DOUBLES (Bloodshot). A decade 
ago, Chicago's Bloodshot Records 
rose to the fore of a burgeoning al- 
terna-country scene with a few gutsy 
compilation discs. But unlike its far- 
reaching 10th-anniversary package, 
which included appropriate artists 
from other labels’ rosters, or its re- 
cent inspired children’s album, which 
struck a fresh vein of bubbling crude, 
this singles collection suggests that 
maybe the label is returning to multi- 
ple-artist comps because it's other- 
wise shot its load. Granted, seven- 
inch singles are mostly just fetish ob- 
jects these days, as the Volebeats 
attest with a “Maggot Brain” cover 
memorable only for its sleeve art. 
Elsewhere, Making Singles, Drinking 
Doubles ranges from a startling orig- 
inal by Andre Williams to the Meat 
Purveyors’ embarrassing “Madonna 
Trilogy.” Most perverse are Rex Ho- 
bart & the Misery Boys’ “Every Rose 
Has Its Thorn,” which makes Poi- 
son's original sound smart, and 
Ryan Adams's two straightforward 
outtakes, which in this convoluted 
context make his ridiculous reputa- 
tion seem deserved.

Free Beer represents a gritty flip 
side to the bluegrassy roots revival 
occasioned by the success of the 
soundtrack to O Brother, Where Art 
Thou? Garrulous and rollicking, alter- 
nately amiable and profane, it brings 
to mind both the genial Dr. John and 
dirty bluesmen like T-Model Ford. 
Dickinson has an evocative voice 
that gives a gravelly, Tom Waits—style 
authority to the eight-minute-plus 
“Ballad of Billy and Oscar.” And if all 
this only whets your whistle, consider 
that Sepia Tone has just reissued 
Dixie Fried, which had been out of 
print since shortly after its release.

His 1995 Wu-affiliated album, 
Liquid Swords, can claim to be one of 
the best full-lengths the Clan have to 
their credit. And GZA’s follow-up, Be- 
neath the Surface, was brief but tight. 
The long-awaited Legend of the 
Liquid Sword offers few more soon-to- 
be Shaolin classics, and even the filler 
with various Wu B-leaguers doesn’t 
get in the way of the GZA's next-level 
rhyme schemes. The first single, 
“Fame,” booms with a simple bass, 
snare, and piano loop — a perfect 
counterpoint to GZA's witty, celebrity- 
laced flow (“Took Abraham's Lincoin 
through the Todd Bridge expansion”; 
“Larry's Bird flew outta Nicolas Cage”). 
On “Animal Planet’ he narrates life 
within the concrete jungle.

The in- 
juries never fully healed (she died in 
954, at age 47), and the image, like 
an icon of martyrdom, is one of 
many stunners in this visually lush 
homage. Unfortunately, the film 
never gets much beyond the icon 
stage. Salma Hayek brings a flashy 
dignity and tasteful passion to the 
role, and her reverence for the self- 
mythologizing painter and feminist 
paragon will offend and enlighten no 
one. As for what Kahlo described as 
the other “big accident” in her life, 
her marriage to Diego Rivera, Alfred 
Molina plays the 300-pound bacchic 
muralist with a mix of exuberance, 
frailty, rue, and fury that is the film's 
real award-worthy performance.

*PINOCCHIO (2002). The sight of 
the 50-year-old Roberto Benigni ca- 
vorting around in a clown costume in 
the title role of this live-action version 
of Pinocchio is one of the most ob- 
noxious star turns ever captured on 
film. Benigni’s Pinocchio is less a 
man-child than he is a simpleton; his 
character is dumber than anyone 
has the right to be. His childish an- 
tics are grating, making the indul- 
gences of his long-suffering father, 
Geppetto (Carlo Giuffré) and his 
guardian angel, the Biue Fairy 
(played by Benigni’s wife, Nicoletta 
Braschi), incomprehensible. Adding 
to the surreal awfulness of the film is 
Miramax’s decision to dub the dia- 
logue in English using the voices of 
American actors, causing some of 
the only (unintentional) laughs in the 
film. Pinocchio is beautiful to look at, 
thanks to cinematographer Dante 
Spinotti and production designer 
Danilo Donati, but pretty sets can't 
save this disaster.

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***x1/2 LA PROMESSE (1996). 
This movie from Belgian brothers 
Luc and Jean-Pierre Dardenne takes 
place in the filmmakers’ own home- 
town of Seraing, a bleak, economi- 
cally blighted suburb of Liége. 
Pudgy, unemployed factory worker 
Roger (owlish Olivier Gourmet) hus- 
tles illegal immigrants with hamfisted 
ruthlessness. Helping in the family 
business and learning its fine points 
is Roger's son Igor (Jérémie Renier), 
who's unmoved till Hamidou (Ras- 
mané OQuedraogo) falls, critically in- 
juring himself. Bieeding to death, 
Hamidou begs Igor to take care of 
his wife, Assita (Assita Ouedraogo), 
and their child. In a scene of extraor- 
dinary power, Igor mutely discovers 
a conscience and agrees. Although 
offering no happy endings or solu- 
tions — the final shot is a master- 
piece of ambiguity reminiscent of 
The 400 Blows — this film suggests 
that even the most benighted human 
beings have the potential to be re- 
deemed.

***1/2 PULP FICTION (1994). 
Quentin Tarantino confronts the pulp 
of human experience, of pop-cultural 
detritus, and of his own disturbed 
adolescent romantic imaginings and 
imposes on it the fiction of truth. 
Don't worry; the film is still entertain- 
ing as hell. It's an interweaving of 
three basic stories. A young couple 
— Pumpkin (Tim Roth) and Honey 
Bunny (Amanda Plummer) — rob a 
bank. A pair of hitmen — Vincent 
(John Travolta) and Jules (Samuel L 
Jackson) — drive to their latest as- 
signment. They briefly intersect story 
number three, in which Butch (Bruce 
Willis), an aging palooka, is paid to 
take a dive in his upcoming fight. 
Three standard premises, but their 
plot mechanics and macho ethos are 
utterly subverted in that special 
Tarantino way. What's to complain 
about in a movie where Travolta 
twists the night away with a coked- 
up, barefoot Uma Thurman? (154m) 
Weekend micnights at the Fenway. 
***1/2 PUNCH-DRUNK LOVE 
(2002). Actor Adam Sandler (The 
Waterboy, Mr. Deeds) and director 
Paul Thomas Anderson (Boogie 
Nights, Magnolia) meet up in a 
barbed but sweet-natured bagatelle 
of whimsy and wounded innocence, 
and the result is the best film yet 
from either. The proprietor of a novel- 
ty bathroom-supply company, San- 
dier's Barry Egan has seven hector- 
ing sisters, and the noodgiest of 
them, Elizabeth (Mary Lynn Rajskub, 
just one of this film's scene stealers), 
tries to fix him up with Lena Leonard 
(Emily Watson), who in time will be- 
come a kind of Alice in Barry's 
tawdry wonderland. Initially, howev- 
er, Barry resists Elizabeth's crass ef- 
forts to match him up with Lena at a 
Kafka-esque family gathering where 
the seven sisters and various in-laws 
drive him into a tantrum of rage and 
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grief that is at once horrific, pathetic, 
and hilarious. To assuage his loneli- 
ness, he turns to a phone-sex line, 
and that opens a Pandora's box of 
further outlandish woes. Suffice to 
say that complementing the seven 
wicked sisters, in true fairy-tale fash- 
ion, are four trollish brothers, and 
they're all from Provo, Utah, super- 
vised by Philip Seymour Hoffman in 
a blond Elvis pompadour. No frogs 
raining down this time out, but you 
do get an SUV flipping over outside 
Barry's office and a cab depositing a 
tiny keyboard instrument, a harmoni- 
um as it turns out, on the sidewalk. 
And if there's any justice, the film will 
be the beginning of a punch-drunk 
love affair of perfectly matched tal- 
ents.

* *RABBIT-PROOF FENCE 
(2002). Director Phillip Noyce (Patri- 
ot Games) returns to his native conti- 
nent with this based-in-fact film that 
has already caused considerable 
controversy Down Under. In 1931, 
the “White Australia Policy” decreed 
that “half-caste” Aboriginal children 
fathered by whites would be forcibly 
removed from their homes and 
trained for domestic servitude. Many 
of these children were fathered by 
the men who built and maintained 
the rabbit-proof fence that bisects 
Australia. The heroines of Noyce’s 
story, Moily, Daisy, and Gracie, are 
taken from their mothers in Jigalong 
and sent to a settlement 1200 miles 
away — but with plucky Molly (Ever- 
lyn Sampi in an impressive debut) 
leading the way, the girls escape, 
traveling by night and foraging for 
food as they search for and follow 
the fence that will lead them back 
home. Pieced together from letters 
and police reports, the straightfor- 
ward narrative refuses to demonize 
the government's actions. Kenneth 
Branagh is understated as the 
Official overseeing the investigation; 
Walkaboufs David Gulpilil is superb 
as a silent tracker who may be torn 
between duty and racial loyalty. Peter 
Gabriel's evocative score and 
Christopher Doyle's gorgeous pho- 
tography enliven this glimpse into 
Australia’s dark imperialistic past.

**1/2 REAL WOMEN HAVE 
CURVES (2002). Patricia Cardoso’s 
bittersweet coming-of-age comedy 
set in a high-strung Los Angeles 
Latino family is a touching, funny, au- 
thentic portrait of real people in a 
real place.

**xTHE ROCKY HORROR PIC-

pansexual ways of Dr. Frank-N- 
Furter is no more outrageous than 
La Cage aux Folles, but only a cur- 
mudgeon would deny the magnetism 
of Tim Curry, whose lip-smacking 
rendition of “Sweet Transvestite” re- 
mains one of the high points in all of 
cult movies.

**xx1/2 SPIRITED AWAY (2001). 
This down-the-rabbit-hole animation, 
which shared the Golden Bear (with 
Paul Greengrass's Bloody Sunday) at

— boasts a scrappy heroine whose 
real-life counterpart inspired Hayao 
Miyazaki to return to his lightboard 
after announcing his retirement in 
1998 (following his artful box-office 
smash Princess Mononoke). Ten- 
year-old Chihiro (voiced by Daveigh 
Chase) finds that her parents have 
been transformed into pigs after 
greedily eating food meant for spirits, 
and she enters a parallel world in an 
abandoned amusement park where 
she must petition for help from an evil 
witch (brilliantly voiced by Suzanne 
Pleshette). Her archetypal encoun- 
ters ultimately end happily, but the 
journey is as exhilarating as the 
themes are universal. The scene 
where Chihiro must bathe a 
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grotesque “stink spirit” during her stint 
at a bathhouse for the gods is simply 
classic. Miyazaki’s refusal to bow to 
computer-generated methods yields 
a breathtakingly elegant mise-en- 
scéne, all Turner seascapes and Par- 
rish sunsets and Monet gardens. With 
its unforgettable backdrops and crea- 
tures born from a palette dripping with 
viscera and humor, this is as stimulat- 
ing a visual experience as any non- 
psychotropically-enhanced viewer is 
likely to encounter this decade. 
Miyazaki understands the magic Dis- 
ney intended, and he elevates it to a 
higher realm of dreamy, worldly mysti- 
cism that is appealing to children of 
all ages and temperaments. (124m)

STANDING IN THE SHADOWS 
OF MOTOWN (2002). Behind all the 
great Motown sounds of the ‘60s (the 
Supremes, Marvin Gaye, Stevie Won- 
der, Smokey Robinson, and so on) 
was a pit full of musicians who paced 
each recording artist to the top of the 
charts. Paul Justman’s soulful docu- 
mentary traces the formation of the 
eclectic group known as the Funk 
Brothers and the relative anonymity 
they “enjoyed” while their sound was 
being splattered all over Top 40 radio.

Presenting the 
1973 Nobel Peace Prize winner as a 
war criminal is damning stuff; Jarecki 
and Alex Gibney, who wrote the 
screenplay, couldn't get their movie 
financed in the US and had to turn to 
the BBC. They bolster their argu- 
ments with an A-list of commentators 
who worked closely with Kissinger or 
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who covered his ascension from aca- 
demic to international diplomat and | 
media darling, and to their credit, they | 


depict him not as a mad warmonger | 
but as a cold diplomat obsessed with | 


results who never suffered the conse- 


quences of his actions. We also get | 


abundant footage of Kissinger, includ- 
ing a David Frost interview in which 
he makes the chilling statement that
